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PLAN A SAFE FOURTH OF JULY HOLIDAY 


Driving at 55 m.p.h. is faster than 
most people think, reports Rob 
Brohn, Manager of our Loss Preven- 
tion Department. Observing speed 
limits means fewer stops at the gas 
pump, less chance of getting stopped 
for speeding, and most importantly, 
less chance of being involved in a 
fatal or disabling accident. In addi- 
tion, studies show that since the 
adoption of the national 55 m.p.h. 
speed limit in 1973, an estimated 
40,000 lives have been saved. 

The National Safety Council 
estimates that during the Fourth of 
July three-day holiday, between 500 
and 600 persons may die in traffic 
accidents, and another 23,000 to 
28,000 may suffer disabling injuries. 

With driver-error a factor in more 
= 85% of these incidents, cast 

nembers should observe speed 
limits at all times. especially during 


the Fourth of July holiday when traffic 
is very heavy. They should also 
buckle their safety belts and drive 
defensively. 

In the area of fireworks safety, Rob 
reminds Fourth of July celebraters 
that about 7,500 persons a year seek 
emergency room treatment for in- 
juries associated with the use of 
fireworks, and more than two-thirds 
of these injuries occur to children less 
than 15 years old. 

If fireworks are to be ignited, read 
directions, have an adult present for 
proper supervision, ignite one device 
at a time out of doors, and have a 
source of water ready for emergen- 
cies. 

Accident prevention means no ac- 
cident. Practicing safety techniques 
at home, in the car, and on the job, 
can make the difference between life 
and death. 


VACATION PLANNING TIPS 


Once a year, like clockwork, families 
load the luggage racks, hook up the 
boat trailers, and hit the open road

First of all, be sure you secure 
things at home so that everything will 
be the way you left it when you re- 
turn.
